Born in 1774 
Elizabeth _ Bayley Seton wa-, bom 
n 1774, a few weeks before the first 
ntinental congress met. She lived 
n the days when pioneers were 
ushing westward, expanding the 
territory of our country. 
By her 
pioneering in the early 1800's she 
arned the title of Mother of Cath- 
'14c Charity m America. 
Mother 
ton arrived in this section of the 
country in the summer of 1809. That 
'hinter she opened a boarding school 
for girls out of which has evolved 
int Joseph’s college In Etnmits- 
urg. 
After twelve years in the Mary- 
and valley, .her health, never robust, 
weakened under the trials and hard- 
hips and she died January 4. 1821, 
at St. Joseph s, Emmitsburg.

TRAVEL EQUAL 
TO LAST YEAR 


Moderately heavy traffic over the 
Gettysburg* battlefield *on Sunday 
brought to an end a travel week 
which approximately equalled traf­ 
fic figures for the same week in 
1938. C. L. Nett, National cemetery 
superintendent, who compiles the 
travel figures, said that counts of 
cars on the ’field so far this year 
have proved that tourist traffic in 
1939 is equalling the high figures set 
last year. 
Guides made 109 trips Sunday as 
they escorted 439 persons over the 
battlefield. 
Sixty 
long 
trips 
in 
pleasure car:; accounted for 204 per­ 
sons; 125 person took 45 short trips 
in pleasure cars; 78 persons travelled 
on three long trips by bus and 32 
made one short bus trip. 
For the week from May 15 to 21 
last year there were 337 guided 
trips, carrying 
1,611 persons and 
last week there were 330 trips made 
by 1,645 persons. 
The numbers of 
bus trips were equal for the weeks 
in each year at a» total of 21 long and 
Short trips. Pleasure cars made 179 
long trips in tile week last year and 
171 last week.

Harrisburg, May 22 (AP) — P re ­ 
spects of a week-long battle over five 
m ajor issues brought the state sen­ 
ate into session in m id-afternoon to­ 
day. 
Determined to “get out of here” 
even if the fight keeps house and 
senate in session through next week­ 
end, leaders concentrated on relief, 
workmen’s compensation, 
l a b o r , 
liquor and anthracite legislation. 
Bills covering all these subjects 
have been approved by the house, 
but the senate has made drastic 
changes in some of them. 
There were indications the house 
might resist some of the alterations, 
in which case the controversial m at­ 
ters would be turned over to con­ 
ference committees in an effort to 
get agreement. 
As “hot” a subject as any before 
the legislature is relief legislation, 
concentrated in two bills. 
Outside organizations have begun 
a fight on the new proposal made in 
the senate by Henry J Pierson (R- 
Lancaster), to let county assistance 
boards put relief beneficiaries to 
work on public projects. 
Other Relief Phases 
The W orkers’ Alliance started a 
“death watch” at the capitol over 
th at bill, condemning it as setting up 
a system of “forced labor ” A sim i­ 
lar plan was dropped in the house 
several months ago. 
The other phase of relief legisla­ 
tion Is concerned largely with ad­ 
m inistration. It calls for placing the 
blind on a “needs” basis instead of 
a flat pension; for authority for tile 
governor to remove relief workers, 
and for oral exam inations only for 
county executive directors. 
Tile senate has trim m ed out sev­ 
eral other features, notably a pro­ 
vision to separate assistance into two 
varieties and take civil service pro­ 
tection from about 5,000 relief em ­ 
ployes. 
Opposition to a house-approved 
bill calling for state control of the 
hard coal industry has been stirred 
up by a group of independent oper­ 
ators. They charge large companies 
are favored by the measure, which 
provides for state licensing of all 
mines and allocation of production 
quotas by a ^f ul I - ti me, “three- rn an 
commission and a part-tim e, ten- 
man advisory board. 
Frank L. Pinola, counsel for the 
independents, said they would come 
to the capitol “in force” to protest 
passage of the bill, if tile senate 
mines committee holds a hearing. 
Employers a n d the leaders of 
Pennsylvania’s state-w'ide C I O. and 
A. F. of L. organizations have taken 
! opposite sides on bills to modify two 
; labor laws enacted by the 1937 demo- 
i cratic-controlled legislature — work­ 
m en’s compensation and the state 
labor relations act. 
Eliminate County Legion Boards 
Both these programs got through 
the .house over bitter objections by 
democrats, and both were assailed 
and defended at senate committee 
hearings. 
The workmen’s compensation bills 
would alter the rates and the com­ 
pensation _ rules; 
the l a b o r law 
changes would let employes say what 
i they want about labor m atters, and 
permit craft unions to be set up in 
plants already organized on an in ­ 
dustrial union basis. 
Senate democrats lined up against 
the house-approved liquor program, 
and are understood to have brought 
about some changes, notably elimi­ 
nation of provisions for establishing 
county and district boards to hold 
hearings and issue and revoke liquor 
licenses. 
Other main features include re­ 
duction in the number of licenses to 
be granted, highed license fees, a 
general m ark-up in prices, a n d ,

But It's Science

Woods Hole. Mass. (A P)—The Gulf 
Stream is tipping sidewise.

This situation is nothing new, but 
scientists have only recently dis­ 
covered it.

Billy Phelps has done more to encourage writers and to spread knowl­ 
edge about good books than any m an of his time.

CROSS-BREEDING 
TRIED TO GIVE 
BUG-PROOF CROP 


W ashington, 
(AP)—Uncle S aip ’s 
seed doctors are working on a new 
kind 
of preventive medicine 
for 
farm ills—breeding new seed varie­ 
ties to make plants bug proof. 
For years they’ve been concentrat­ 
ing on plant resistance to such 
blights as stinking smut, rust, bunt. 
Now they’re going into a cam paign 
to m ake crops at least partly im ­ 
mune to bugs. D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture seed m en have selected the 
Hessian fly as insect enemy No. I. 
On Bug At A Time 
Later, 
they 
may 
tackle seed- 
breeding to com bat other insects— 
the chinch bug, th at gets into m id­ 
western corn and the sorghum s; 
green bug in oats, joint worm in 
wheat. 
B u t right now they're concentrat­ 
ing on a search for varieties of 
wheat that already show resistance 
to the Hessian fly. Then they can 
cross partly resistant wheats with 
other breeds to get a product, m os­ 
quito-like Hessian fly won t like. 
One bug-resistant winter w heat 
already has been developed by the 
K ansas state experim ental station 
in cooperation with the D epartm ent 
of Agriculture. I t’s called “Kawvale” 
and is partly resistant to the type 
of Hessian fly found in the hard- 
wheat urea oi central Kansas. Its 
kernals are long, pointed and rather 
thin. 
B ut Kawvale does not show the 
same resistance to the pesky Hes­ 
sian fly of eastern K ansas and Hie 
eastern farm states. 
It also has a 
tendency to shatter from the heads 
when fully ripe. T hat m akes it u n ­ 
suitable for harvesting with a com­ 
bine. Part of the grain trade ob­ 
jects to Kawvale, too, because it 
cannot be classified as a hard oi 
aa a soft wheat. The D epartm ent of 
A griculture does not give it com ­ 
plete endorsem ent. 
New Oats Nearly Ready 
However, it may work as a cross 
with 
varieties 
of higher qualmy. 
Kawvale lias proved th at it is bug 
resistant because Hessian fly larvae 
die after they hatch and crawl into 
its stems. 
T he Departm ent, in cooperation 
with state experim ent stations, is 
continuing ulso to work on disease 
resistant seeds and plants. It hopes 
soon to announce a variety of oats 
th at m ay prove to be the most im ­ 
portant oat cross made in the U. S. 
It is called "Boone'’ after an Iowa 
county. I f s a selected strain from 
the crossbreeding of an Iowa and a 
South American variety and is re ­ 
sistant to three oat ailm ents—smut, 
stem and leaf rust. 
Boone has proved itself in Iowa 
and will be ready for distribution in 
th at stute in tile summer of 1940. 
D epartm ent experts also look for 
continued increase in the use of 
T hatcher spring wheat developed in 
cooperation with research in M inn­ 
esota. It is resistant to the stein 
rust th a t periodically sweeps M iiui- 
aaniu Mud th*' Dakotas. 


The Last Man’s Club 


By Wf. C. STORRICK 
IN a former narrative a sketch was 
* given of the services of the First 
Minnesota volunteer infantry regi­ 
m ent in the battle of Gettysburg, 
where it m ade a famous charge and 
suffered great lasses. 
This narrative will tell of the 
meeting of the survivors of com­ 
pany B, of the regim ent and forming 
a club, “Tile Last M an’s club”, th a t 
was unique and unlike any other 
club or organization form ed any­ 
where else in the United States by 
survivors of the armies, N orth and 
South after the Civil W ar had end­ 
ed and the preservation of the Union 
was secured. 
The original Last M an’s club was 
organized In 1885, by the survivors 
of company B, a t a m eeting held at 
Lowell inn in Stillw ater, M inne­ 
sota. where they m et annually there­ 
after. A bottle of wine, exhibited at 
each m eeting, was to be opened by 
the last survivor and a toast drunk 
to the memory of his departed com ­ 
rades. At the first m eeting in 1885, 
the 21st of July was selected as the 
date for the annual m eetings as it 
was the anniversary of the first b at­ 
tle of Bull Run where the regim ent 
was first engaged in battle. 
The 
last and most noted m eeting of the 
club was held on July 21, 1930, or 
forty-five years after the date of its 
organization when Charles M. Lock­ 
wood the last m an of the thirty- 
four original members drank a toast 
to the memory of his com rades who 
had answered the last roll-call and 
were numbered with the dead. 
City Extends Congratulations 
At a meeting of tile city council 
of Stillw ater the following resolu­ 
tions were passed and approved on 
July 15, 1930. 
“T hat, in view of the fact th a t 
the annual banquet of th e Last 
M an’s club will be held on July 
21, 1930, the m ayor and m em ­ 
bers of the council, as the of­ 
ficial representatives of the citi­ 
zens of our city, deem it an 
honor and a privilege to pro­ 
claim to the world their adm ira­ 
tion and reverence for those 101 
gallant young m en and boys of 
Stillwater 
and 
W ashington 
county, 
who 
69 
years 
ago, 
promptly responded to the call 
of the im m ortal Lincoln 
for 
volunteers to fight in defense 
of the Union in the Civil W ar; 
by enlisting in Company B of 
the First M innesota Volunteer 
Infantry at Fort Snelling, com­ 
posed of men whose fighting 
qualities, daring and bravery in 
battle made them famous the 
world over. 
“T h at these annual dinners 
become a glorified institution 
and a part of our community, 
serving to instill in the m inds 
of youth love of country and 
patriotism , and furnish a re­ 
newed consciousness of our duty 
as citizens to sustain our be­ 
loved country when attacked. 
“T hat the 
memory 
of the 
character and worth of the de­ 
parted heroes shall rem ain in ­ 
delibly 
impressed 
upon 
our 
hearts, and recorded deeds of 
their valor will be an enduring 
m onument for all time. 
“T hat our 
felicitations, a f­ 
fection and congratulations go 
out to Charles M. Lockwood, the 
last survivor of a band of noble 
men. with the hope and wish 
he may live many years longer 
in comfort and happiness as­ 
sured of the love and esteem 
and gratitude of uil our people. 
"Passed 
and 
approved 
at 
Stillwater, M innesota, this 15th 
day of July 1930. 
The Banquet 
The 
main 
banquet 
table 
was 
beautifully decorated with cut flow­ 
ers. 
On the wall to the rear was 
the framed flag of the company, 
while on one side were the colors 
of the American Legion and V eter­ 
ans of the Foreign W ars, on the 
other side two United States colors. 
A squad of Company A National 
G uard of Stillwater, stood guard at 
the banquet table. On Hie banquet 
table was the bouquet from Mrs. 
Helen McCluer. At each banquet of 
the club there has been a sim ilar 
bouquet. 
Judge W illiam McCluer, 
her husband had pledged a t the 
time the dub was formed to see to 
it th at the boys had a bouquet of 
flowers at each of the banquets and 
when he died his widow took up the 
task and never failed to carry it 
out. Also at the banquet table were 
bouquets from Mrs. Helen Torinus 
und 
from 
the 
“Shepard 
girls,” 
daughters of the late M aron Shep­ 
ard, who was a mem ber of the club. 
Mrs. Nellie Bloomer was active in 
carrying 
out 
the 
arrangem ents. 
There were 33 vacant chairs a t the 
banquet 
table. 
Each 
chair 
was 
draped with crepe tied with a white 
ribbon on which was w ritten the 
name 
of the 
departed 
comrade. 
The hall was crowded w ith specta­ 
tors and at other tables were seated 
members of the G A. R., old pion­ 
eers of the community, Minnesota 
pioneers and many others. 
The 
banquet began shortly after one 
o clock. 
W alter Prince presented 
the bottle of wine to Mr. Lockwood 
and Mi*. Staples called the roll. 
Silence greeted the nam es of 33 of 
the veterans and Lockwood bowed 
his head. 
As the 34th nam e was 
called “Lockwood,” the sole survivor 
got to his feet and in a clear vole* 
said — "Present.” He then recited 
Ute stanza from Haytlon’s poem. 
"The Last Survivor." 


The clouds are black against the 
sky; 
No tap of drums, no bugle call; 
My comrades all goodbye.” 


After reciting the stanza Lock­ 
wood drank a toast in clear water. 
Tile wine, which had been opened 
some years and which a t that time 
was found to have turned to vine­ 
gar, was untouched. Lockwood then 
gave the bottle of wine to Mrs. Mc­ 
Cluer for safe keeping a t the Still­ 
water public library. 
Mayor Shields presented the su r­ 
vivor with the resolutions passed by 
(he city council and urged tliat 
Lockwood return to Stillw ater each 
year and continue 
his reunions. 
“Many thanks, I don’t feel as if I 
can talk much but I thank you all. 
My comrades 
all 
goodbye”—-were 
the last words of the “Last M an.” 
The banquet was over the pledge 
had been kept.

Lockwood’s Record 
Charles M. Lockwood, "the last 
m an” of the Last M an’s Club had 
a long war record In the Civil W ar. 
Born in Prairie du Chien, W iscon­ 
sin, August 16, 1842, he went to 
Stillwater in the spring of 1856. 
He attended school there during 
the winters of ’58, ’59. and *60. 
In 
1861 when the call for volunteers 
was made by President Lincoln, he 
joined Company B of the First 
M innesota and was w ith th at or­ 
ganization until after the battle of 
Newport News when he was com ­ 
missioned 2nd L ieutenant and or­ 
dered to Madison to join the 31st 
Wisconsin. 
His organization w ent 
to Columbus and was detailed to 
guard transports. 
L ater they went 
to Nashville and on July 4, 1863 he 
and some com rades w ent into th e 
woods to celebrate the Fourth when 
a bugle was blown, attention was 
sounded and a message was read 
telling of the surrender of Vicks­ 
burg. 
In the spring of ’64 his o r­ 
ganization was in the battle of At­ 
lanta. 
He was promoted to first 
lieutenant 
and 
was un 
aide 
to 
General Robinson of Ohio, in com ­ 
mand of the Til lr d Brigade, First 
Division, 20th Corps. 
He stayed in 
A tlanta until November 1864 and 
there he cast his first 
vote for 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
for 
President. 
They then started on the m arch to 
the sea and he rem ained in service 
until the end of the war 
W hen 
the war was over he returned and 
settled in Cham berlain, Bouch D a­ 
kota in 1884. He retired from active 
work 
in 1917. He spent his 
last 
years a t th e soldiers’ 
home 
at 
Minneapolis, M innesota, where he 
died in 1935 "the last m an” of the 
noted “Last M an's Club.”

The Polish view was that any ac­ 
tion in addition to the protest Po­ 
land has registered must await de­ 
termination of the cause of the inci­ 
dent — whether it was local to Dan­ 
zig or due to German policy, 
Danzig demanded a public apology 
by Poland, damages for Gruebner's 
family and surrender of the chauf­ 
feur to Danzig police. Poland coun­ 
tered the Danzig note with demands 
for compensation for damage to the 
customs house and "clear and bind­ 
ing” assurances th at Polish officials 
would be protected on Danzig soil, 
The Dionne quintuplets arrived at 
Toronto to keep a date with King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth dur­ 
ing the royal tourists stay there on 
their tour of Canada and the United 
States.

Germany and Italy cemented their 
axis partnership in a formal 10-year 
military alliance today as Britain 
appeared ready to meet Russian 
terms for lining up the Soviet Union 
in the Britistv-French front. 
The 
strengthening of 
the one 
coalition and apparently imminent 
enlargement of the other came amid 
new tension, the result of the first 
fatality Sunday in the Polish-Ger­ 
man issue over the free city of Dan­ 
zig. A Danzig German was shot and 
killed by a Pole under disputed cir­ 
cumstances, 
precipitating 
an ex­ 
change of angry notes between the 
nazi-dominated free city and Poland. 
Germany and Italy agreed to pool 
all their military and economic re­ 
sources in the event either of them 
became 
involved 
in a war and, 
further, to strengthen their military 
and economic relations even in ad­ 
vance of war to give them quick, ef­ 
fective striking power. 
The alliance was the result of a 
week-end meeting between Count 
Galeazzo C ia n o . Italian foreign 
minister, and Joachim Von Ribben- 
trop, German foreign minister, at 
Milan, Itay, May 6 and 7. 
It was 
signed by the foreign ministers to­ 
day in Berlin in the presence of 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler. 
Von Ribbentrop, in a radio ad­ 
dress, called it "our determined an­ 
swer” to British-French "encircle­ 
m ent” plans. 
Italy Reduces Army 
Italy was disclosed to have accom­ 
panied the signing with a reduction 
in her army of a t least 1,200,000 
Her action was regarded in Rome as 
a sign of relaxed tension in Europe 
and as a step toward supplying labor 
needed for the coming grain-thresh- 
ing season. 
In Geneva' meanwhile. Informed 
sources said British Foreign Secre­ 
tary Viscount Halifax, after discus­ 
sions with Ivan Maisky, Soviet am­ 
bassador to London, would ask the 
British cabinet Wednesday to accept 
minimum provisions acceptable to 
Moscow for an alliance. These were 
said to be the main terms: 
1. That Britain, France and Soviet 
Russia aid each other automatically 
if any of them is attacked directly. 
2. T hat if any state guaranteed by 
the three powers is attacked and 
asks help the allies give immediate 
aid. 
3. That if any of the three con­ 
siders an act of aggression against 
a state not guaranteed as affecting 
its interests, all three shall, consult 
to decide whether to give aid and 
what form it should take. 
Britain and France have pledged 
Rumania, Poland and Greece aid in 
defense of their independence 
Tur­ 
key and Britain have reached a 
mutual assistance agreement and a 
parallel accord is under negotiation
